‘on May 26 when‘the Honigsberg 


garage here, American agents for 
Genexal Motors automoblies, enter- 
ed the'retail gasoline trade by sell- 
ing Los Angeles independent dis- 
tillate for 63 cents a gallon, profes- 
sedly “to stimulate the sale of au- 
tomobiles and to establish a fair 
gasoline price.” 

Honigsberg sgid that his action 
followed a breakdown of negotia- 
tions ‘with the Standard and the 
Shell for a “reasonable,” reduction 
in the price of gasoline, which last 
year reached 1.10 Mexican, The 
garage man hasn't made a stdtement 


yet regarding the present cut, which 


is said to make the price of motor 
fuel lower'than it has ever been be- 
fore in Shanghai.—H. P, .

Two pre-Viking ships 1,500 years 
old and one oar’ 5,000 yeara old 
have juat been found. in Sweden by 
antiquarians, and are ‘ shedding 
new light on ancient Swedish ‘ea 
faring and seamanship, : 

The oar, made for paddling, was 
found deep down in a moor in. 
Dalecarlia,' “the heart of Sweden,”

test. This test consists in examin- 
Ing a piece of the soil where the 
object has beon found and where 
pollen abounds. a, 

The geologists have:drawn up im- 
migration maps for various Plants, 
fixing the age of thelr existence in 
Sweden, On this apecial occasion 
they found no pine pollens in the 
elod examined,.and, knowing that 
the pine entered Dalecarlia some 
‘time after 3,000 B.C, they accord- 
ingly dated the oar as belonging to 
an_ earlier period. pla vx es 

This “pollen analysis,” discover- 
ed ‘by the Inte Swedish botanist, 
Lagerheim, and perfected by an- 
other Swedish scfentist, Von Post, 
is looked upon ag quite a revolu. 
tionising method of. investigating 
finds from early Geological periods.

Few -honours « bestowed by, 
HLM. the King can possibly have 
given more universal satisfaction 
than the honour of “Knight, Com- 
mander of, Saint Michael and 
Saint George” 
upon Dr, Wilfred Grenfell, world- 
famous as “Grenfell of 
Labrador.” Dr. Wilfred Grenfell 
is indeed, in many respects, a true 
modern knight and would, have 
continued td remain so no matter 
whether .knighthogd had been. 
conferred upon him or not.. His 
has been a life full of wonderful 
vicissitudes, all of them in deeds 
full. of noble purpose. Reuter 
told us yesterday that Dr. Gren- 
fell, in Labrador, “was qualified 
to act, as occasion demanded, as 
Christian milasionary ‘surgeon, 
master mariner and. magistrate.” 
That surely is much, but a great 
deal more can be said of “Grenfell 
of.

Sir,—Tho: annotincoment made in 
thia_morning’s, newspapers of a re- 
vision . of the Civil Servants’ 
-salaries on a sterling basie did not .. 
come'as any great aurprise, It has 
been: known “now for: some time 
that representations had been made 
for an increase in the salaries of. 
officials receiving “their enlaries on ° 
a gold basis, and none will grudge 
their good fortune.’

‘Lee and Co., had to nasign to the 
‘new Company properties which 
‘they claimed to hold. In making 
‘this assignment, the two sons of 
‘Fok ‘Kam-chuen handed over pro- 
perties belonging to the father! 
which had been mortyaged to the 
‘* Bank. of Canton and the Asin Bank- 
ing Corporation, The .sons, Mr. 
Jenkin said, had no right to the six 
parcels of property ‘which’ were 
‘handed over, and by fraud obtain- 
‘ed ‘the assignment purported ‘to 
‘have been made by the father, 
- Counsel then handed in an agree- 
‘ment of the assignment of the good- 
will of Fook Lee and Co., and every- 
thing clse which had not been 
covered by previous agree- 
“ments with the” “Trew: Company. 
‘He ‘drew special attention to clause 
‘2 of this agreement which under- 
‘took 'to assign properties claimed 
‘to be owned by Fook Lee and Co. 
Proceeding, Mr. Jenkin said that 
the ‘Bank ‘of Canton had deposited 


‘with:them deeds Nos. 1,°2 and 3 to 
cover erddit for Fook Lee.and Co., 
but in‘truth and fact the prisoner 
and his’ brother had no interest in 
the properties cavered by those 
deeds, :

Some radicul change must have 
taken place between the time the 
first and the third agreements were 
made, for in the third agrcement 
the father's tiuame was mentioned; it 
having evidently been found neces- 
gary to putin the father in order 
to transfer the properties belong:

Replying to the Magistrate, Mr. 
* Jenkin said that although in “the 
third agreement the father appear- 
ef aga pariner of Fook Lee aud Co, 
the old man in fact had had nothing 
whatever to do with the sons’ busi- 
ness, and had not taken any shares 
in ft. 

Continuing, Mr, Jenkin referred 
to eorrespondence . after the new 
Company had been formed by which 
it would be seen that the prisoner 
and his brother had become direc- 

' tora of the new Company and be- 
came Involved in the later fraud on 
the Bank of Canton. 

Mr, Beavis, Counsel said, received 
inatructions from the new Company 
to prepare deeds for the transfer 
of the property, and at a mecting in 
Mr. Beavis’ office were, present Mr. 
Burden, Mr. Fok Kam-chuen, the 
prisoner and hia brother Fok Tat- 
fui. The: father then refused to 
have anything to do With the new 
. Company, and left after he had been 
reprimunded by Mr. Beavis for 
‘wasting his time. After the father 
had departed, the two sons and Mr. 
Burden obtained possession of the 
* document from Mr, Ipzavis and ‘left 
for the Purpose of inducing the old 
man to sign it.

‘RADIO NOTES. 


. MOVING’ COIL LOUD 
SPEAKERS, | * 


THE RICE-KELLOG on TEST, 


Some time ago E " described an 
American loud-speaker of the mov- 
Ing coil type, and pointed out that 
there were no complete British in- 
struments available. 

Sets of parts have, of course, 
been marketed for amateurs for 
many months, but only those ac- 
customed to careful assembly work 
are successful in building a loud- 
speaker that works properly. 

Many descriptions, too, have 
beon published, but the musie lov- 
er requiring ao. first-class: loud- 
speaker for his receiver has had 
an extremely limited choice. Ap- 
parently the patent position is full 
of dificultfes. The British Thom- 
son-Houston Company, who have 
for. a long while marked the Rice- 
Kellog _loud-speaker equipment, 
which comprises a moving coll ree 
producer and an amplifier with a 
device to enable the working cur- 
rent to be-taken from the house- 
hold supply of electricity, have at 
last decided ‘to isgue the reproduc- 
er only ‘at a price which must be 
considered reasonable. 

The reproducer comprises an 
electro-magnet, a transformer, and 
the cone with its coil, assembled 
and housed in a frame designed for 
easy mounting In a cabinet or to 


|a baffle board.’ One of these was 


recently sent me for test. My ex- 
amination showed that it was 
soundly constructed and identical 
with the units included in the most 
expensive equipment issued by the 
company, . : 
NEAT AND EFFECTIVE. 


The particular model sent me re- 
quires a field current of approxlm- 
ately one-tenth of an ampere at 
100 volts; the current consumption 
is therefore leas than ‘that of an 
ordinary electric Jamp. 

A second model is. also Sssued, 
but this has a field winding so pro- 
portioned ‘that it may be supplied 
from a 6-volt accumulator. It takes 
& current of about 1 ampere. The 
cone itself is of specially prepared 
paper, having a maximum diameter 
of about six inches. Attached to 
the amall. end of ‘the cone is. the 
coil. This has a relatively amall 
number of turna, as it is design- 
ed to be coupled to the last valvo 
of a receiver through a transform- 
er of the stepdown type, 

A centering device is used, and 
‘lis for the purpose of preventing 
the coil rubbing on the poles of 
the electro-magnet, It is particu- 
larly ‘neat, and effective, ‘and 
operates satisfactorily, even when 
the volume control connected .to 
the amplifier is turned full. on, so 
causing the sounds to. be much 

greater than could be listened to 


| with ‘comfort, 


To produce a satisfactory moving 
coil loud-speaker is no easy mat- 
ter. 
are understood, but many peculiar 
effects occur in practice. It is not 
hard to find the correct winding 
for the electro-magnet, but {t is 
difficult to determine the most Built 
able size for the’ cone {tself and 
the moving coil, It is necessary 
to employ @ cone that {s not too 
heavy, but yet it muat be. stiff; and 
not change with atmospheric con-| 
ditions. If the cone is too large 


jor too small the reproduction will 


not be as good‘as when a cone of 
the correct: size is used, and this 
ean only be determined as the re- 
sult of the most careful and labori- 
ous experiments,

To my ‘surprise, the 
volume was ‘ample for a small 
room, and the quality of the re- 
production was excellent. There 
seemed to be faithful reproduction 
of the treble as well as the bass 
notes. 

By comparison with othor first- 
class makes of loud-speaker:' the 
results .were vastly superior’ in 
every way.’ Other moving coil 
loud-speaker that have been test- 
ed have been superior. to ordinary 
cone type instruments, but the new 
loud-speaker makes one realise how 
the broadcast really is. 
APPROACH TO PERFECTION. 

Having tried it connected to a 
good, though ordinary, three valve 
set, I jotned {t to a carefully-made 
receiver having a power amplifier, 
supplied with current from ‘ a high 
tension battery eliminator. The 
last. two valves of this receiver 
were connected in parallel and sup- 
plied with high tension current at 
400 volta. The grid bias was over 
100 volts. eee 

This receiver ig of the type that 
one would normally use with the 
best loud-speaker produced, and {g,. 
of course, capable (pt giving much 
more volume than'éne normally re- 
quires. But {ts large factor of 
safety is a necessity when the best 
possible reproduction is desired. 

T have used this instrument and 
the loud-spenker for several weeks, 
and when listening to certain 
transmisstons, have woudered whe- 
ther it will be possible to get any- 
thing that.more nearly ‘approaches 
perfection. - 

All material broadcast ig not 


perfect, neither is the receiver or| 


the ldud-speaker,. but it is more 
nearly perfect than anything I 
have heard before, and only thase 
accustomed to letening critically 
would detect any defects, ‘ 

* The ordinary lover of good music

WIRELESS BEACONS FOR SHIPS 


The establishment of wireless 
beacons at: different points on 
every coast:: to. give bearings to 
ships within: a radius of more than 
fifty miles has been shown to be 
practicable, following experiments 
recently conducted in the Channel 
by the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, 

The results of these experiments 
have been published .by the Sta- 
tionery Office under the-title “An 
Investigation of a Rotating Radio 
Beacon” (28, 8d.\.net). 

A wireless beacon, of the rotat- 
ing loop beacon transmitter 
already used by: the Air Ministry, - 
was erected:at Fort Monckton, near 
Gosport, and a serfes of observa- 
tions. carried out with Southern 
Railway steamships and IMS, 
“Pruant.” 

With Southern Railway steam- 
ers sailing between Southampton 
and Havre and: Southampton. and’

Long before the case of the Tub- 
bataha lighthouse came up, Direc- 
tor Reyes contemplated installing 
radio apparatus on lighthouses’ 
located in {solated' places. This 
idea, according to him, is deemed 
proper in view of the lack of gov- 
ernment coastguards to manke | ree 
gular inapections, 

Director Reyes pointed out that 
the case of the Tubbataha light de- 
monstrates clearly the urgent need 
of radio apparatus in lighthouses. 
The Tubbataha lighthouse, accord- 
ing to him, {s 90 miles away from 
the nearest inhabited place; it fs {m- 
Poastble to know’ immediately whe- 
ther the Hight fs working or out. 

Special efforts will be exerted by’ 
the director to include in the. gen- 
eral appropriation for the bureau 
next year enough money with which 
to install radio apparatus in some 
lighthouges. Although he realises 
ithe shortage of ‘government funds, 
j Director Reyes said that money 
must be set aside for the radio ap- 
paratus.if the lighthouse service is 
to ‘be improved. 

According to plana, radio appara- 
‘tus will be installed in lighthouses 
far from inhabited places. This 
will mean: that one will be instal- 

Ied ‘in Cabra Island, Tubbataha, 
Tanguingui, -Apo Reef, - - Jintotolo, 
Suluan, Miniguin, Manucan,, and 
Malapascua, 
| Jt was estimated at the bureau of 
commerce that approximately 
}P5,000 will be needed for each 
radio apparatus of ‘sufficient power 
to be able to. communicate with 
Manila, - 

It was expected that Governor. 
General Stimson would - begin, his
